OVERVIEW 


T 


hroughout  its  history,  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA)  has  provided  strong 
leadership  for  all  aspects  of  intercollegiate  sports.  Since  its  introduction  of  intercollegiate  championship 
basketball  in  1937,  the  NAIA  has  maintained  the  highest  standards  while  administering  first-rate 
athletics  programs. 

Time  and  time  again,  the  NAIA  has  stepped  forward  to  address  the  important  issues  of  the  day  — be  it  racial 
integration  in  the  ’40s  and  ’50s  or  establishing  the  first  women’s  championship  program  in  1980.  The  NAIA  has  not 
been  afraid  to  enact  changes  while  others  have  watched  and  waited. 

In  the  past  decade,  presidents  of  the  NAIA  colleges  and  universities  have  assumed  a position  of  responsible 
leadership.

The  All-America  Scholar-Athlete  program,  a long-standing  NAIA  tradition,  recognizes  junior  and  senior 
student-athletes  with  a minimum  cumulative  GPA  of  3.5  (on  a 

4.0  scale).  This  past  year,  over  700  NAIA  student-athletes  were 
so  honored,  representing  225  member  institutions. 

Since  1937,  the  NAIA  has  administered  athletics 
programs  and  championships  in  proper  balance  with  the 
overall  collegiate  educational  experience.  Serving  higher 
education  in  this  manner  is  a responsibility  the  NAIA  does  not 
take  lightly.  It  is  a relationship  built  on  confidence  and  trust  — 
a relationship  strengthened  year  after  year.

F red  Turner  — begins  his  fourth 
season  as  Avila’s  head  mens  basketball 
coach.  Turner  inherited  a program 
that  had  suffered  through  five  straight 
losing  seasons  and  eight  out  of  ten 
years.  During  Coach  “T’s”  tenure  the 
Eagles  are  striving  for  their  fourth 
consecutive  winning  season  and  post- 
season play.  Coach  Turner  was  named 
District  16  Coach  of  The  Year  in 
1991-92,  when  the  Eagles  posted  18 
wins  and  advanced  to  the  District  16 
semi-finals  post-season  play.
